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Jerome Rothenberg is one of the strong New York voices of 

the New American poetry. He was born 1921 in NYC, grew up in 
the Bronx, & graduated from CCNY. With Robert Bly & more 
especially with Robert Kelly he workt out the (poetics) notion 
of "deep image." More recently he has been exploring & re- 
considering "the poem's roots in, e.g., shamanism... and 

a growing sense of powers, new and old, of word and song 

and images still here as keys for any man who reaches for 

them to-his-limits." Hence his recent large & highly important 
collection & study entitled Technicians of the Sacred: A Range 
of Poetries from Africa, America, Asia & Oceania. 


Other books include: White Sun Black Sun (1960), The Seven 
Hells of Jigoku Zoshi (1962), Sightings I-Ix (1964), The 
Gorky Poems (1966), Ritual (1966), Further Sightings (1967), 
Between (1967), Poems 1964-1967 (1968). 


He is also an active translator, especially from German poetry 
& drama. His selection, New Young German Poets was publisht 
in 1959, for instance, & he made the working U.S. translation 
of Hochhuth's The Deputy.
